Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1967. 

The  area  population  continues  to  show  an  upward  trend, 
although  Mangotsfield  Urban  District  is  alone  in  showing  a  slight 
decrease — a  finding  which  first  appeared  last  year  when  boundary 
changes  were  a  potent  factor.  Birth  rates  are  highest  in  Sodbury 
and  Kingswood,  and  in  the  former  especially  the  adjusted  rate  is 
well  above  the  national  fiaure. 

The  powers  conferred  on  local  authorities  (and  in  their  name 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health)  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  to  ensure  the  compulsory  removal  to  suitable 
accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  had  to 
be  invoked  in  two  cases  during  the  course  of  the  year.  Both  were 
elderly  ladies  living  alone,  in  most  pathetic  circumstances,  and 
since  persuasive  efforts  were  quite  without  avail,  no  other  action 
was  possible. 

A  scheme  of  medical  certificates  for  housing  priority  was 
introduced  during  the  year.  This  enables  doctors  to  give  their 
own  opinion  as  to  the  degree  of  priority,  if  any,  and  ensures  (save 
in  Warmley  R.D.  where  the  doctors  are  aware  the  system  is  slightly 
different),  that  any  information  reaches  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  only.  In  practice,  the  system  has  been  found  most  helpful 
and  with  continued  usage  should  enable  medical  priorities  to  play 
a  more  useful  and  reliable  part  in  housing  allocation. 

Discussions  took  place  during  the  year  between  County  and 
District  representatives  on  the  inadequacies  of  the  current  scheme 
for  County  assistance  for  District  Councils  in  coping  with  “home¬ 
less  families".  As  a  result  a  revised  scheme  has  been  drawn  up 
which  it  is  hoped  will  stimulate  further  co-operation  between  the 
authorities  in  dealing  with  this  very  difficult  problem. 

Finanffal  stringency  has  axed  many  necessary  rural  drainage 
schemes  and  surveys  were  carried  out  in  several  areas  in  order 
that  further  submissions  on  public  health  grounds  could  be  made. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  contents  of  the  following  pages  will  be  of 
interest.  I  am  much  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company,  the  Mass  Radiography  Service,  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  and  many  other  agencies  for  the 
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material  which  this  report  contains,  and  I  am  glad  to  record 
once  again  my  personal  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
for  all  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  GENERAL  STATISTICS 
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POPULATION  CHANGES  1958-67  SOUTH  GLOUCESTERSHIRE  AREA 
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It  will  be  noted  that  on  the  whole,  population  changes  are  s  nailer  than  have  been  common  in  recent  years,  but  the  effect 
of  boundary  changes  must  be  borne  in  mind  when  comparison  is  made  with  1966  figures. 
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The  total  figure  for  the  area  has  increased  by  6  on  that  for  last  year,  but  it  was  higher  in  1965.  Only  3  of  the  38  deaths 
were  illegitimate  births. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  majority  of  deaths  (23  out  of  38)  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  Registrar  General  classified  all  but  5  of  the  38  deaths  under  two  headings,  viz  Congenital  Malformations  and  “Other 
defined  and  ill-defined  diseases”.

At  1,931,  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  is  higher  than  in  1966 
by  approximately  600;  a  situation  which  was  to  be  expected  since 
a  biennial  epidemic  of  measles  was  due  for  1967.  This  pattern  is 
likely  to  become  less  noticeable  in  years  to  come  when  measles 
immunisation  becomes  more  common. 

The  majority  of  the  71  notified  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred 
in  Kingswood  U.D.  and  affected  in  the  main,  children  of  primary 
school  age.  A  considerable  number  of  samples  had  to  be  submitted, 
since  three  successive  negative  specimens  was  the  criterion  of  cure 
before  a  pupil  was  allowed  to  return  to  school. 

One  case  in  Warmley  R.D.  occurred  in  a  food  handler  who 
nod,  as  a  result,  to  be  excluded  from  work,  from  early  February 
to  late  May.  In  the  meant  me  this  patient  had  been  able  to  obtain 
alternative  employment  not  involving  food. 

Apart  frem  6  persons  who  were  affected  in  2  families  only, 
the  incidence  in  Sodbury  occurred  in  single  cases.  In  2,  food 
handlers  were  involved  or  were  contacts  and  work  exclusion  had 
to  be  arranged.  As  in  other  districts,  most  of  the  cases  were 
children,  10  of  the  14  cases  being  aged  under  11  years. 

6  of  the  7  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  due  to  Salmonella 
Infection.  3  cases  in  Sodbury  occurred  in  1  family;  the  other  was 
one  of  many  occurring  in  the  Gloucester/Somerset  area,  where  the 
source  of  infection  was  traced  to  a  buffet  supper  at  a  local  social 
function.  Cases  in  the  other  districts  were  isolated  occurrences 
and  no  particular  food  could  be  incriminated.

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The  causes  of  death  numbering  10  -  25  inclusive,  cover  three 
groups,  viz  Cancer,  Cardiovascular  conditions,  and  Respiratory 
disease.  These  three  causes  alone  account  for  089  of  all  1,181 
deaths. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  largest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to 
Coronary  Thrombosis  (No.  18),  248,  of  which  the  majority  (162) 
occurred  in  men. 

Lung  cancer  deaths  numbered  60,  the  highest  figure  ever  in 
the  South  Gloucestershire  area.  All  but  6  occurred  in  men. 

The  number  of  accidents  due  to  all  causes  is  slightly  less 
than  last  year,  but  it  is  significant  to  note  that  excluding  those  due 
to  road  vehicles,  9  out  of  20  occurred  in  people  over  65  years  of 
age.

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  T.B.  registers  of  the  South 
Gloucestershire  area  is  557,  an  incidence  of  4.1  per  1000  population 
(a  drop  of  0.4  on  the  figure  for  last  year,  which  itself  was  0.3  lower 
than  the  previous  year). 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 


The  mobile  unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  continued 
to  carry  out  surveys  at  various  sites  in  the  South  Gloucestershire 
area.  These  were  mainly  at  factories,  business  firms  and  institut¬ 
ions.  Open  sessions  for  the  general  public  have  not  been  found  a 
very  worthwhile  method  of  detecting  chest  abnormalities  in  the 
general  population,  and  it  is  no  longer  the  policy  of  the  Units  to 
hold  these.  Combined  general  practitioner/public  sessions  are, 
however,  held  fortnightly  at  a  site  in  the  new  shopping  centre  at 
Yate,  and  plans  are  in  hand  to  hold  similar  sessions  in  the 
Kingswood  area.  Many  South  Gloucestershire  residents  do  of 
course  have  occasion  to  attend  the  Mass  Radiography  static  unit 
in  Bristol.  As  a  result  of  all  this  work  abnormalities  were  detected 
in  184  people,  including  4  cases  of  active  pumonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  14  of  lung  cancer,  of  whom  13  were  men. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

This  immunisation  procedure  which  gives  protection  against 
Tuberculosis  is  offered  to  school  children  at  twelve  years  of  age 
(provided  they  are  negative  to  a  skin  test  given  a  few  days 
previously).  The  results  of  this  work  in  the  South  Gloucestershire 
area  are  summarised  below.

Those  Pupils  giving  a  strongly  positive  result  to  the  skin  test 
are  investigated  further  to  ensure  that  no  active  disease  is  present. 
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The  figure  for  the  total  number  of  primary  vaccinations  carried  out  continues  to  show  tire  upward  trend  of  recent  years.  The 
usual  age  for  smallpox  vaccination  is  between  1  and  2  years,  however,  and  with  this  factor  in  mind,  one  cannot  be  complacent  about 
1292  vaccinations  carried  out  at  this  age  compared  with  an  annual  number  of  births  in  recent  years  averaging  2800.

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Interpretation  of  clinical  analyses  is  not  easy,  and  no  conclusions 
can  be  drawn  from  isolated  findings.  A  local  survey  is  required  and 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  supply. 

With  regard  to  the  figures  given  for  total  hardness,  it  should 
be  noted  that  a  water  where  this  is  less  than  100,  would  be 
regarded  as  soft;  if  between  100  and  200,  hard;  and  if  between 
200  and  300,  very  hard.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  hardness 
figures  for  five  out  of  the  six  sources  supplying  the  South  Glouces¬ 
tershire  area  come  into  the  “very  hard”  category,  and  that  Alderley 
water  has  a  very  high  level  indeed. 

It  will  be  seen  also  that  the  quantity  of  fluoride  in  all  these 
waters  is  well  below  1  part  per  million,  the  recommended  level 
for  the  prevention  of  dental  decay  in  young  people.

MAINS  LAID  1967  (Yards) 
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HAWKESBURY  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Hawkesbury  Water  Scheme  was  taken  over  by  the  Bristol 
Waterworks  Company  on  the  15th  April,  1967.  During  the  last 
three  months  of  the  Council’s  occupancy  the  pumping  station 
functioned  satisfactorily  and  there  were  no  break-downs  of  plant 
or  machinery. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  during  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March,  1967,  was  5,607,360  gallons  giving  a  daily 
average  for  the  three  months  of  62,304  gallons. 

Two  serious  and  one  minor  leak  were  repaired  in  the  Hillesley 
area  and  these  repairs  resulted  in  the  saving  of  approximately  6% 
of  water  pumped. 


One  domestic  connection  was  made  during  this  quarter  and 
the  total  of  connections  both  metered  and  domestic  are  shown  in 
the  undermentioned  table  :  —

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 

HAWKESBURY  AND  HORTON 

In  their  December  report  the  consulting  engineers  to  this 
scheme  stated  that  the  work  continues  on  the  outstanding  lateral 
drains  to  serve  the  various  properties,  decorations  to  the  various 
pumping  stations  and  some  site  works  and  that  the  reinstatement 
of  the  road  along  the  drainage  line  is  almost  complete.  Of  the 
contract  price  of  £121,352  the  amount  of  work  done  is  nearly 
98%.  Work  on  the  scheme  commenced  in  April,  1966. 

FRENCHAY 

A  scheme  designed  to  serve  part  of  Frenchay  involving  85 
properties  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £10,500  was  completed  in  March. 
1967. 

CHURCH  ROAD,  YATE  (Sewer  Extension) 

A  small  scheme  designed  to  serve  57  houses  at  an  approximate 
cost  of  £13,000  commenced  early  in  December  and  is  scheduled 
to  be  completed  in  the  late  Spring  of  1968.  , 

WESTER  LEIGH  (RAM  HILL) 

A  sewer  extension  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  this  area  and 
is  ready  for  submission  to  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council. 
The  proposals  are  to  serve  125  properties,  65  of  which  are  caravans 
situated  on  a  permanent  residential  caravan  site.  The  estimated 
cost  of  this  work  is  £33,700. 

H1LLESLEY  AND  ALDERLEY  o 

During  the  year  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  as  part  of  a 
joint  scheme  with  Dursley  Rural  District  Council  to  serve  Hillesley 
and  Alderley.  The  cost  of  this  Council’s  portion  of  the  scheme  will 
amount  to  £74,000  and  is  designed  to  serve  an  ultimate  population 
of  750.  This  scheme  is  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government. 

Proposed  New  Sewerage  Schemes 
W1CKWAR  ROAD 

The  extension  of  the  sewer  from  Wickwar  towards  Chipping 
Sodbury,  a  distance  of  approximately  800  yards  and  serving  13 
properties  is  proposed.  This  may  involve  a  pumping  station  and 
the  approximate  cost  is  £7,000. 

DODINGTON  ROAD 

A  sewer  extension  to  deal  with  new  properties  to  be  located 
on  the  Southern  side  of  the  railway  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £6,000.

FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  has  been  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  district  and  co-operation  with  traders  was 
such  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  only  a  few  cases  of 
informal  action  against  them.

During  1967  a  fresh  survey  of  the  district  was  carried  out  and 
as  a  result  82  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  and  suitable  for  action 
under  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957  and  the  Council 
decided  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  these  within  the  ensuing  twelve 
months.  Nineteen  of  these  were  deferred  pending  submission  of 
schemes  for  renovation  or  rebuilding  on  the  site.  Of  these  nineteen 
deferments  4  have  been  demolished  without  further  action  on  the 
Council’s  part,  7  have  been  renovated  and  of  the  remaining  8 
schemes  have  been  submitted  for  improvement. 

This  makes  a  total  of  341  houses  which  have  received  action 
under  the  Council’s  Unfiit  Houses  Programme.

Apparatus  for  the  measurement  of  sulphur  dioxide  and  smoke 
in  the  atmosphere  installed  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  at  Kilcott  in  1964  ceased  at  the 
end  of  the  observation  period  and  the  Instrument  was  dismantled 
in  April,  1967. 

Thanks  were  expressed  by  the  Ministry  of  Technology  for 
the  Council’s  co-operation  in  this  Survey.

A  chimney  height  to  1  large  boiler  installation  of  172,000 
btu’s  per  hour  was  approved  and  in  addition  suitable  advice  has 
been  given  where  small  boiler  plants  have  been  installed.

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DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  new  duplicate  trunk  sewer  is  progressing  steadily,  and  it 
in  anticipated  that  the  5^  miles  sewer  will  be  completed  and 
serving  the  southern  portion  of  the  District  by  the  end  of  1968. 

No  additional  branch  sewers  were  laid  during  1967.  Ministry 
consent  is  still  awaited  for  the  North  Common  project,  and  a  small 
scheme  for  Cherry  Garden  Lane  is  under  consideration. 

The  current  national  economic  circumstances  are,  of  course, 
having  their  effect  on  projected  sewerage  schemes. 

Conversions 

Conversions,  from  primitive  to  more  sophisticated  sanitary 
facilities,  have  continued  at  a  steady  rate. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act  for  the  use  of 
filling  materials,  but  no  premises  are  licenced  for  the  storage  or 
manufacture  of  rag  flock. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Action  has  been  taken,  as  and  when  necessary,  to  deal  with  a 
variety  of  problems  connected  with  atmospheric  pollution.  Typical 
examples  have  been  the  burning  of  industrial  waste  in  the  open, 
sawdust  burning,  garden  bonfires  and  the  use  of  crude  combustion 
methods  at  agricultural  premises. 

All  plans  deposited  with  the  local  authority  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  are  examined  by  the  public  health  department, 
with  a  view  to  preventing  insufficient  chimney  heights  or  in¬ 
appropriate  appliances.  A  number  of  cases  have  been  dealt  with 
successfully  in  this  way. 

To  date,  the  Council  have  made  no  contribution  towards  clean 
air  by  way  of  “Smoke  Control  Areas”,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
next  year  or  two  will  see  some  progress  in  this  direction. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  attached  schedule  gives  details  of  the  number  of  premises 
visited  and  treated. 

The  full-time  pests  officer  services  domestic,  business  and 
agricultural  premises.  Annual  fixed  price  contracts  are  becoming 
increasingly  popular  with  agricultural  and  commercial  under¬ 
takings. 

Sewer  test  baiting  and  treatments  have  continued  as  a  matter 
of  routine  with  satisfactory  results.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Dustless  collection,  as  recommended  by  the  Working  Party 
on  Refuse  Collection,  has  been  extended  and  now  covers  most  of 
the  District. 

The  system  utilises  totally  enclosed  vehicles,  equipped  with 
the  “Zoller-Kipper”  loading  devices,  and  special  hinged  lid  bins 
provided  and  maintained  by  the  local  authority.  Collections  are 
carried  out  weekly,  and  are  of  the  “back-door”  type. 

Bulk  refuse  is  collected  separately,  free  of  charge,  on  request. 

The  implications  of  Part  III  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967, 
are  currently  under  consideration. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Domestic  refuse  is  processed  at  the  Carsons  Road  Pulveris¬ 
ation  Plant,  the  residue  being  tipped  at  the  Claypits. 

At  the  Claypits,  the  continuous  presence  of  large  quantities  of 
water,  with  the  consequent  risk  of  hydrogen  sulphide  production, 
necessitated  constant  pumping  and  careful  control. 

By  arrangement  with  Kingswood  Urban  District  Council, 
tipping  facilities  are  available  at  Conham  Meads  for  refuse  which 
cannot  be  handled  at  the  Claypits.

Failure  to 
provide  thermometers  is  one  of  the  commonest  infringements 
found.  At  one  premises,  the  visiting  Inspector  was  informed 
that  the  thermometer  was  in  the  refrigerator;  six  premises 
were  found  to  be  lacking  in  the  provision  of  a  thermometer. 

Section  8.  Lighting  : 

Two  establishments  improved  their  lighting  during  the  year, 
the  managements  in  both  cases  expressed  satisfaction  with  the 
result  obtained. 

Section  10.  Washing  Facilities  : 

Lack  of  hot  water  was  found  in  two  establishments.  In  one, 
hot  water  was  obtained  from  an  electric  kettle,  at  the  other 
the  water  heater  was  not  working.  No  drying  facilities  were 
provided  at  another  establishment,  which  surprisingly,  did 
not  worry  the  employees. 

Section  11.  Supply  of  Drinking  Water  : 

It  is  common  to  find  drinking  vessels  have  been  mislaid. 

Section  12.  Accommodation  for  Clothing  : 

The  mode  of  provision  for  clothing  various  tremendously;  at 
one  food  premises  arrangements  are  made  for  outdoor  clothing 
to  be  hung  and  dried,  if  necessary,  in  the  owners  flat  over; 
unfortunately  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  that  someone’s  coat 
is  hung  in  a  food  room. 

Section  13.  Seating  Arrangements  : 

The  type  of  office  chair  provided  still  leaves  a  lot  to  be 
desired,  but  at  only  one  establishment  have  better  chairs  been 
requested.

Section  17.  Fencing  of  Exposed  parts  of  Machinery  : 

An  infringement  under  this  section  was  found  at  one  establish¬ 
ment.

Deficiencies  in  first  aid  boxes  were  found  at  8  establishments. 
Very  often  the  employees  are  blamed  for  this,  but  it  does 
show  that  this  is  an  item  that  should  be  frequently  checked.

A  100%  meat  inspection  service  has  been  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

The  Council  have  taken  steps  to  control  the  hours  of  slaughter 
and.  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  Minister’s  decision  on  an  objection 
is  awaited. 

A  firm  line  was  taken  to  achieve  a  further  improvement  in 
slaughterhouse  standards  and,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was 
possible  to  recommend  renewal  of  licences. 

Spot  checks  on  poultry  were  carried  out  at  a  local  market 
and,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Minister, 
poultry  inspection  is  to  be  further  extended. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION 
CONDEMNED  FOOD  REGISTER 

237  lbs.  of  dairy  produce,  mainly  cheese  were  condemned  and 
destroyed.  67  lbs.  of  meat  were  dealt  with  at  a  local  school. 
Figures  relating  to  condemnation  at  slaughterhouses  are  shown 
elsewhere. 

Following  a  thorough  investigation  into  complaints  of  mouldy 
pies,  it  was  found  that  a  certain  trader  had  despatched  out-dated 
pies  to  a  market  for  sale.  The  manufacturer  and  the  other  public 
health  authorities  involved  took  a  serious  view  of  this  matter,  and 
prompt  action  was  taken  to  prevent  repetition. 

Condemned  food,  other  than  meat,  is  disposed  of  by  way  of 
controlled  tipping.  Condemned  meat  is  sent  to  one  of  the  Animal 
Waste  Processers  in  the  Bristol  area.

A  large  qantity  of  frozen  food,  value  £38.7.5,  was  condemned 
owing  to  refrigerator  breakdown. 

Unfit  food  voluntarily  surrendered  is  taken  from  the  premises 
and  disposed  of  at  the  refuse  tip. 

Various  complaints  of  contaminated  food  or  food  containing 
“foreign  bodies"  were  received  during  the  year  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst. 

1.  Bristle  in  Pork  Pie — found  to  be  originating  from  the  pork 
used  in  manufacture. 
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2.  Fragments  of  grey  plastic  material  in  partially  used  block  of 
cooking  fat.  The  appearance  and  general  form  of  the  frag¬ 
ments  were  similar  to  the  type  of  plastic  used  for  surfacing 
non-stick  pans  and  implements — this  being  the  possible  source 
of  contamination.  If  a  defective  implement  was  used  to  cut 
the  fat  at  the  complainant’s  home,  this  could  have  been  the 
cause. 

3.  Portion  of  sliced  loaf  of  bread  with  dark  patches  on  the  out¬ 
side  and  end  crust — found  to  be  superficial  scorching  during 
baking. 

4.  Packet  of  roasted  peanuts  containing  piece  of  metal  \"  in 
length  appearing  to  be  a  staple  or  metal  binder — the  firm 
concerned  with  the  packing  of  the  nuts  were  unable  to  explain 
the  presence  of  the  metal  in  the  packet.  No  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted. 

5.  Iced  lolly  alleged  to  have  unpleasant  flavour — investigations 
revealed  no  chemical  contamination. 

6.  Cockles  containing  cigarette  end — investigations  did  not 
reveal  the  source  of  contamination  at  the  complaintant’s 
premises,  the  shop  concerned  or  the  supplier.  After  consider¬ 
ing  all  the  available  information,  it  was  decided  that  legal 
proceedings  were  not  justified. 

7.  Jam  doughnut  containing  bunch  of  hairs  or  fibres — found  to 
be  jute  fibres  possibly  from  a  flour  bag.  No  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted. 

8.  Portion  of  bread  with  insect  wing  embedded  in  crumb- 
found  to  be  cockroach  wing  of  species  frequently  found  in 
bakehouses  and  similar  premises.  There  was  insufficient 
evidence  to  institute  proceedings. 

9.  Boxes  of  synthetic  sausage  skins,  the  outside  containers  being 
covered  with  a  fine  black  powder — on  opening  the  internal 
boxes,  the  skins  were  found  to  be  uncontaminated  and 
suitable  for  use.  The  powder  was  identified  as  black  oxide 
of  nickel. 

10.  Carton  of  clotted  cream  with  bright  yellow  colouring — found 
to  be  free  from  artificial  colouring.  The  colouring  was  found 
to  be  due  to  the  presence  of  70.5%  butterfat. 

11.  Box  of  six  puff  pastries,  three  containing  mould  growth- 
mould  due  to  age  of  pastries  which  were  baked  approximately 
two  weeks  before  sale.  The  firm  concerned  was  prosecuted  and 
fined  £30  and  £10  costs. 

12.  Mouldy  pork  pie — mould  due  to  age  of  pie  (thought  to  be 
approximately  two  weeks).  There  was  insufficient  evidence  to 
institute  proceedings. 
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13.  Tin  of  corned  beef  with  blackened  areas — due  to  sulphide 
staining  from  defective  lacquering.  This  is  a  fairly  common 
occurrence  in  canned  meats  where  the  lacquering  has  been 
damaged  by  distortion  or  denting  of  the  can.  No  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  instituted. 

14.  1  pint  bottle  of  milk  containing  live  slug  3"  long,  wide. 
The  cap  of  the  bottle  had  a  triangular  hole  in  it  two-fifths 
long  and  one-fifth  wide.  The  Public  Analyst  was  unable  to 
explain  the  presence  of  the  live  slug  in  the  bottle  as  there 
were  no  slime  trails  on  the  side  of  the  bottle — the  slug  would 
certainly  not  have  survived  the  washing  and  bottling  process 
and  the  hole  in  the  cap  was  too  small  for  the  slub  to  have 
crawled  through.  It  would  seem  most  probable  that  the  slug 
was  introduced  as  a  “practical  joke”  by  an  employee  at  the 
complaint’s  premises. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

A  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  is  shown  in  the  table 
which  follows. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 
Fisheries  and  Food  on  the  state  of  the  Honey  Hill  Slaughterhouse. 
The  contraventions  were  reported  to  Public  Health  Committee  and 
the  owner  was  informed  that  his  licence  would  not  be  renewed  at 
the  end  of  the  year  unless  the  premises  were  brought  into  a 
satisfactory  condition.

Two  attempts  at  declaring  Improvement  Areas  under  the  1964 
Housing  Act  have  failed.  In  both  cases,  following  the  survey  of 
the  areas,  it  was  found  that  there  were  so  few  tenanted  properties 
lacking  facilities  that  it  was  felt  that  the  complicated  procedure 
of  an  improvement  area  was  not  called  for.  Council  decided  to 
tackle  the  matter  on  an  informal  basis  first.  Enquiries  with  land¬ 
lords  have  revealed  the  precarious  economics  of  owning  property 
and  a  number  of  landlords  have  offered  the  properties  to  the 
Council  for  improvement. 
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CARAVANS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

The  Council’s  own  site  continues  to  be  fully  occupied,  demon¬ 
strating  the  need  for  this  type  of  accommodation.  There  is  always 
a  waiting  list  far  exceeding  the  availability  of  caravan  standings. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  methods  of  refuse  collection 
or  disposal  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  augmented  the  service 
by  arranging  the  special  collection,  without  charge,  of  bulky  items 
too  large  for  the  refuse  vehicles.  This  service  has  been  in  great 
demand  and  collections  are  made  every  week.  Salvage  continues 
to  be  collected  separately,  although  there  has  been  a  slight  falling- 
off  in  the  quantity.
